Sir — In  pursuance  of  section  719  of  chapter  410,  Laws  of  1882,  the 

of  Commissioners  of  this  Department  has  the  honor  to  present  its 

report  for  the  year  commencing  May  i,  1887,  and  ending  April 

i888«  being  its  eighteenth  annual  report 

In  submitting  this  report  of  the  operations  of  this  Department  to  your 
lonor  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1888,  the  Commissioners  deem  it 

arable  and  proper  to  suggest  what,  in  their  opinion,  is  required  for  the 
improvement  of  the  water-front  of  the  city. 

It  mav  not  be  amiss  to  state  that  under  what  is  known  as  the  **  Dock 
Law"  (Laws  of  187 1  and  1872),  this  Department  prepared  maps  or  plans 
fcrthe  improvement  of  the  whole  water-front,  which  were  submitted  to 
4c  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  in  April,  1871.  Some  of  these 
plans,  embodying  what  is  known  as  the  *'  New  Plan,"  were  adopted  by 
tkera,  and  comprised  the  territory  or  district  from  the  Battery  to  Grand 
street,  and  from  Avenue  B  to  Third  avenue,  on  the  East  river  ;  and  also 
fom  the  Battery  to  West  Seventy-second  street  on  the  North  river  (except 
fom  Sixty-first  street  to  Sixty-fifth  street)  ;  and  on  the  westerly  side  of 
Harlem  river,  from  Fifty-ninth  street  to  High  Bridge. 

It  is  submitted  that  such  portions  of  the  plans  as  have  not  been  acted 
i^on,  should  receive  the  careful  attention  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Snking  Fund,  with  the  view  of  enabling  this  Department  to  carry  on  the 
work  along  those  sections  which  have  not  yet  been  provided  for. 

This  Board  would  especially  suggest  the  advisability  of  adopting,  as 
part  of  the   ".Veir  Plan, "  those  modified  maps  or  plans  for  \\\e  \tc\^xo\t.- 


ment  of  Grand  street  to  Thirty-fourth  street,  which  were  submitted 
1883,  upon  which  the  then  Comptroller  made  a  report  which  has  b( 
printed  in  pamphlet  form,  and  copies  of  which  are  on  file  in  the  offi 
of  the  Finance  Department,  and  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinki 
Fund. 

To  carry  out,  however,  this  scheme  of  improving  the  water-fro 
property  must  be  acquired  either  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation. 

Several  pieces  of  property  have  been  purchased  at  different  times  2 
have  been  improved  under  the  requirements  of  the  "  New  Plan,"  with  ' 
most  gratifying  results,  as  respects  the  increase  of  revenue- and  the  bene 
to  the  commercial  interests  of  the  city. 

A  list  of  this  property  is  herewith  submitted. 

It  will  not  be  questioned,  however,  that  more  speedy  and  effective  me; 
must  be  devised  for  the  acquisition  of  property  necessary  for  the  wo 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  question  as  to  the  proper  measure  of  comp< 
sation  to  private  property-owners  has  not  been  finally  decided  by  1 
courts,  those  owning  property  along  the  water-front  are  not  disposed 
part  with  it  except  at  a  price  which  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  ideas 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  and  hence  the  Department  has  be 
unable  to  acquire  any  property  by  purchase  since  June  16.  1887,  with  ' 
exception  of  one  piece  bought  from  the  Old  Dominion  Steamship  Cc 
pany. 

The  statutes  providing  for  the  acquisition  of  private  property  by  a 
demnation  do  not  seem  to  be  as  effective  as  are  needed,  as  is  shown 
the  fact  that  but  one  piece  of  property  has  been  obtained  in  this  way  sii 
the  inception  of  the  Department  in  1871,  and  this  was  brought  about  p 
tially  through  friendly  adjustment,  the  only  difference  between  the  owi 
and  the  City  being  the  question  of  price,  and  yet  the  acquisition  was  i 
consummated  until  five  years  after  the  proceedings  were  begun.  To  reme 
this  condition  of  affairs  as  it  now  exists,  the  Board  requested  the  Coun 
to  the  Corporation  to  prepare  a  bill  which  would  enable  the  Departm( 
to  acquire  property  with  less  delay.  The  bill  was  prepared  as  request 
and  with  the  approval  of  your  Honor  and  the  various  heads  of  departme 
subsequently  introduced  in  the  Legislature.  Unfortunately,  howev 
as  the  Commissioners  deem  it,  it  failed  to  pass  It  is  to  be  hoped  tl 
some  method  may  be  devised  by  which,  without  injustice  to  the  priv 
owner,  the  City  may  be  enabled  to  acquire  title  and  enter  into  possess! 
of  such  property  as  shall  be  needed  in  extending  the  facilities  so  v( 
much  needed  by  commerce,  the  growth  of  which  has  been  out  of  all  p 
portion  to  the  increase  of  wharf  accommodation.  Should  such  a  measi 
Jt  some  future  time  become  a  law,  the  Board  wvW  be  pt^p^T^d  'wlUxc 


leiay  to  submit  a  list  of  the  pieces  of  property  which  should  be  acquired 
md  improved  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 

The  Board  is  gratified  in  being  able  to  state  that  the  bill  conferring  upon 
be  Dock  Masters  the  powers  formerly  possessed  and  exercised  by  the 
Harbor  Masters  has  become  a  law.  The  powers  thus  conferred  will  be  of 
ftat  scr>-ice  in  facilitating  the  enforcement  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
Ac  Department  and  in  extending  its  authority  in  cases  in  respect  to  which, 
■  tiie  absence  of  this  law,  there  has  been  some  question  as  to  the  powers 
asd  duties  possessed  and  exercised  by  the  Dock  Masters.

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p^  inb  thac  ^.-ortion  which  is  owned  by  the  City  and  that  which  is  owned  or  claimed  to  be  owned 
'fonat  individuals,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  711  of  the  New  York  City 
■iSdaxiou  Act  of  1882,  which  provides  that  the  Department  of  Docks  shall  have  exclusive  charge 
^eoBtzol  of  all  the  wharf  property  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  the 
jtoive  gcvemment  and  regulation  of  all  wharves,  piers,  bulkheads,  etc.,  in  said  city,  not  owned  by 
lltBtporatioo,  subject  in  certain  particulars  to  the  control  :A  the  Commissioners  of  the  Smking  Fund 
City  of  New  York.  The  Board  of  this  Department  is  also  authorized  by  the  statute  to  adopt 
aid  regulation.^  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  powers  and  duties,  including  the  setting  aside 
portions  of  the  water-front  for  the  use  of  the  special  kinds  of  commerce  as  it  may  deem 
far  the  promotion  of  business  interests.  To  the  Board  also  are  referred  all  plans  relating  to 
tfractnies  and  erections  of  every  kind  along  the  water-front,  and  its  approval  must  be  obtained 
:h  sUuctuies  can  be  erected  and  maintained.  It  is  also  authorized  by  law  to  carry  out 
ii  known  as  the  "  New  Plan  "  of  improvement,  subject  to  adoption  by  the  Commissioners  of 
FufKl,  in  whom  authority  is  vested  to  make  such  changes  and  modifications  as  may  be 
fnim  lime  to  time.

hcoocloding  this  report,  I  beg  leave  to  add  the  following  recommendations  and  suggestions. 

IVfsi  IVaskington  Marktt. 

!iiev  West  Washington  Market,  between  Gansevoort  and  Bloomheld  streets,  is  now  approaching 

and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Department  of  Docks  will  soon  be  able  to  remove  the  sheds 

ocaqoDts  of  the  present  West  Washington  Market  at  Vesey  and  Dey  streets,  and  proceed 

like  wok  of  improvement  under  the  new  plan  there,  by  which  several  new  and  large  piers  will 

katfed  to  a  section  of  the  North  river  water  front  which  is  very  much  crowded,  and  in  need  ot 

accommodations. 

North  River. 

Veiy  great  pressure  has  existed  for  many  years  for  room  on  the  water  front,  from  the  Battery 

Eleventh  street,  on  the  North  river. 
Uivfer  the  new  plan  of  187 1  there  are  to  be  no  piers  between  Pier  47  at  Perry  street  and  pro- 
Pier  48,  which  will  be  between  West  Eighteenth  and  West  Nineteenth  streets,  a  distance 
4^50  feet,  and  from  proposed  new  Pier  48  to  West  22d  street  there  are  to  be  but  four 
tfe  longest  only  357  feet  in  length  upon  its  centre  line,  while  the  shortest  is  to  be  but  120  feet. 
The  wharfage  room  from  the  north  side  of  Pier,  new  47,  to  the  north  side  of  proposed  new 
51,  including  both  bulkheads  and  piers,  is  about  7,600  feet. 
^  It  K  impossible  to  induce  the  users  of  the  water  front  to  make  the  long  jump  from  West  Tenth 
HKto  West  Twenty-third  street,  between  which  streets  there  can  \yt  no  piers  of  consequence  under 
Wmr  plan^  but  if,  as  suggested  and  recommended  in  the  report  of  1880,  a  change  can  be  made 
iatbenew  plan,  it  would  be  easy  to  relieve  the  pressure  below  Tenth  street  by  moving  the  appli- 
cp  a  single  pier  or  a  single  block  at  a  time.  This  improvement  was  proposed  and  illustrated  in 
in  the  repK>rt  of  1880,  and  is  one  which,  if  possible,  should  be  executed.  The  matter  stands 
hristaotially  now  as  it  did  then,  except  for  two  blocks,  namely,  those  between  Gansevoort  street  an:I 
Bogart  streets,  and  between  Bogart  and  Bloomfield  streets,  where  the  ground  is  now  occupied  by 
■arket  buildings.  This  would  simply  modify  the  plan  by  so  much,  leaving  that  part  of  it,  a  distanct- 
af  ody  about  4CX)  feet,  which  would  not  be  improved,  and  reducing  the  numl)er  of  new  piers  to  l)e 
pFmkd  from  about  21  to  about  19,  and  reducing  the  total  amount  of  wharfage  room  to  be  made 
U  tbe  proposition  of  1880  from  about  25,750  feet  to  nearly  25,000  feet. 

The  property  to  be  purchased  has  of  course  increased  somewhat  in  value,  but  as  an  offset  to 
Ais,  the  rental  value  of  the  piers  has  also  increased  above  $30,000  each  per  annum,  the  price  used 
■  tke  estimate  of  revenue  given  in  the  report  of  1 880. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  plan,  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  legislation  to  the  effect  that  the 
Board  di,  Docks  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  alter  and  amend 
tbeikew  plan  of  1871,  between  Chnstopher  street  and  West  Twenty-third  street,  on  the  North  river. 

The  plan  of  187 1  can  also  be  improved  by  extending  the  pierhead  line  further  out  into  the  river 
bftween  West  Tenth  street  and  the  Battery,  to  which  there  is  no  valid  objection,  and  thereby 
increasing  the  length  of  the  piers,  some  of  which,  now  only  about  540  feel  long,  can  easily,  if  the 
ikt^c  is  made,  be  increased  in  length  to  700  feet.  The  great  size  of  the  ocean  steamships  vvhicli 
ciaedv  m^-^  this  portion  of  the  water  fi-ont,  renders  this  change  very  desirable,  and  is  also  advan- 
ageous  to  smaller  vessels,  because  the  greater  length  of  the  piers  would  allow  a  greater  number  ol 
hem  to  be  berthed  at  each  p\er  than  now.  This  change  also  requires  legislative  action  to  empower 
\e  Board  of  Uocks,  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  SmWm^  Ywxvd,  Vo 

Ae  it. 
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East  River. 

TurMiant  to  the  requirements  of  chapter  697  of  the  Laws  of  1887,  the  Department  of  1 
made  a  plan  for  an  exterior  street  150  feet  (the  width  required  in  the  statute)  wide,  from  East  2 
fourth  to  East  Eighty-sixth  street,  and  subm  tted  the  same  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sn 
Fund.  'I'he  matter  was  considered  by  that  Board  and  referred  to  the  Department  of  Public  \ 
and  the  Department  of  Docks  for  report  upon  modifications.  The  two  departments  united 
report  that  the  street  should  be  reduced  in  width  to  115  feel  and  to  extend  from  East  Sixty. fooi 
East  Eighty-first  street,  and  an  amendment  to  the  law  of  1887  has  been  obtained  to  that  eflfect 
the  Legislature  of  1888. 

A  new  plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  Easi  river  water  front  from  the  easterly  side  of  A^ 
B,  between  East  Eighty -ninth  and  East  Ninetieth  streets,  to  the  easterly  side  of  Third  aveniM 
adopted  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  on  the  19th  day  of  December,  1887,  and 
in  the   Department  of  Docks  on  the  5th  of  January,  1888,  and  work  under  it  has  been  beg 
stated  elsewhere. 

Harlem  Rn>er. 

A  new  plan  was  determined  by  the  Department  of  Docks  on  June  28,  1887,  and  was  ad 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  on  August  31,  1887,  '*On  the  westerly  side  of  the  S 
*'  River,  l>etween  the  westerly  side  of  Eighth  avenue  at  the  southerly  side  of  One  Hundred  and! 
*•  ninth  street  and  High  Bridge,"  and  a  lease  (dated  December  29,  1887,)  of  a  portion  of  tfaei 
for  about  5CX)  feet  northerly  of  Eighth  avenue  has  been  made  to  the  Manhattan  Elevated  Rai 
Company,  who  are  building  the  wharves  and  slips  provided  for  in  the  plan,  and  who  have  ] 
reasonable  progress  in  the  same  under  the  circumstances. 

Land  Grant. 

A  grant  of  land  under  water  has  been  obtained  from  the  Commissioners  of  the  l^nd  Oft 
the  State  of  New  York,  dated  April  5,  1888,  for  all  land  under  water  belonging  to  the  State  firol 
mouth  of  the  Bronx  River  along  Long  Island  Sound,  through  the  Bronx  Kills  to  the  Harlem  S 
and  through  the  Harlem  River  and  Spuyten  Duynl  Creek  to  the  Hudson  River,  and  then  aluoj 
'Hudson  River  to  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  city,  between  high-water  mark  and  a  line  outa 
high -water  mark  descrilxid  in  the  grant. 

A  great  deal  of  work  must  be  done  on  this  section  of  the  water  front  of  the  city  in  ord 
a'-ccrlain  its  capacities  and  requirements  for  adaptation  to  commercial  uses  as  required  by  se 
713  cf  the  Consolidation  Act,  as  amended  by  chapter  517  of  the  Laws  of  1884. 

Jns/iort'  Boufutary. 

\  l)eg  leave  to  suggest  that  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  boundary  of  the  jurisdiction  ot 
Department  of  l)i>cks  on  the  land  or  shore  side  should  be  relieved  from  the  uncertainty  which 
attend-,  it  and  made  definite.  The  Department  of  Docks  has  jurisdiction  over  all  the  whatvi 
the  city,  but  it  is  difficult  to  determine  where  the  wharf  ends  and  the  street  l^egins  on  the  maq 
wliarvcs  or  bulkheads,  and  consequently  there  is  always  an  uncertainty  which  tends  to  toleratic 
al)uscs  in  use  and  condition.  I  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  recommend  that  legislation  be  obta 
under  which  the  l>epaitment  of  Docks  can  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Com 
sinners  «>f  the  Sinking  lund  and  of  the  Board  ot  Street  Oj)ening  and  Improvement,  fix  the  ina 
boundary  ol  its  jurisdiction  and  responsibility.

lidation  Act  of  1882,  being  chapter  410  of  the  Laws  of  1882,  as  follows  : 

[ON  711.  The  department  of  docks  shall  have  exclusive  charge  and  control,  subject  in  the 
kdars  hereinafter  mentioned  to  the  c(*mmi.ssioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city,  of  all  the 
If  jKoperty  belonging  to  the  cor|X)ration  of  the  city  of  New  York,  including  all  the  wharves, 
Kbalkheads  and  structures  thereon,  and  waters  adjacent  thereto,  and  all  the  slips,  basins,  docks, 
■r-fronts,  land  under  water,  and  structures  thereon,  and  the  appurtenances-,  casements,  uses, 
jpMoos,  and  nghts  belonging  thereto,  which  are  now  owned  or  possessed  by  the  said  corporation, 
b  which  said  corp>oration  ls  or  may  become  entitled,  or  which  said  corporation  may  acquire  under 
•visions  hereof  or  otherwise  ;  and  said  department  shall  have  exclusive  charge  and  control  of 
ig,  building,  rebuilding,  maintaining,  altering,  strengthening,  leasing  and  protecting  said 
[J  and  every  part  thereof,  and  of  all  the  cleaning,  dredging  and  deepening,  necessary  in  and 
the  same.  Said  department  is  also  hereby  invested  with  the  exclusive  government  and  regula- 
fall  wharves,  piers,  bulkheads  and  structures  thereon,  and  waters  adjacent  thereto,  and  all  the 
slips  and  docks,  with  the  land  under  water  in  said  city  not  owned  by  said  corporation.

tising  device  on  sheds  or  structures  on  property  in  charge  of  this  Department,  and  sh:

^)ecial  permit,  to  be  applied  for  in  writing,  having  first  been  obtained  from  this  Department ;  and 
the  party  receiving  or  discharging  said  manure,  ashes,  cellar  dirt,  garbage,  offal,  dead  animals,  or 
fcfuse  of  any  kind,  or  placing  the  same  on  any  pier,  bulkhead  or  reclaimed  land,  without  a  permit 
obtained  therefor  as  specified,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense, 
and  a  further  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  a  day  for  each  and  every  day  after  the  placing  of  the 
tame  on  any  pier,  bulkhead  or  reclaimed  land,  until  the  removal  thereof,  to  be  recovered  from  the 
owner,  agent,  consignee  of  the  vessel  or  of  the  manure,  ashes,  cellar  dirt,  garbage,  offal,  dead  ani- 
mals, or  refuse  of  any  kind  so  received,  delivered  or  deposited,  severally  and  respectively,  and  it

Rule  5. — All  goods,  merchandise  and  materials  of  every  kind,  landed  or  placed  on  any  pier, 
bulkhead  or  other  wharf  structure,  or  upon  reclaimed  land,  must  be  removed  therefrom  without 
unnecessary  delay,  and  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  Dock  Master  of  the  District,  or  other  rep- 
resentative of  the  Department,  shall  have  served  upon  the  owner,  shipper  or  consignee  of  such 
cargo  a  notice  signed  and  served  by  the  Dock  Master  of  the  District,  or  other  representative  of  the 
Department,  to  remove  the  same,  under  penally  of  twenty  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every  day 
during  which  any  part  of  said  goods,  merchandise  or  materials  shall  remain  upon  such  pier,  bulk- 
liead,  structure  or  reclaimed  land,  after  the  expiration  of  said  twenty-four  hours,  to  be  recovered 
fiom  such  owner,  shipper  or  consignee  severally  and  respectively. 

— All  goods,  merchandise  and  materials  of  every  kind  encumbering  any  pier,  bulkhead 
or  other  wharf  structure,  or  reclaimed  land,  after  the  time  designated  for  the  removal  thereof  shall 
have  expired,  will  \ye  liable  to  be  removed  by  the  Board  to  any  warehouse  or  yard,  at  the  sole  risk 
and  expense  of  the  owner  of  any  such  goods,  merchandise  and  materials,  and  all  expense  incurred 
for  such  removal  and  storac;e  or  oiher\visc,  shall  l^  and  become  a  lien  thereon,  and  such  goods, 
merchandise  and  material  will  not  l)e  delivered  to  the  owner  until  the  expense  of  such  removal  and 
Storage  has  been  paid. 

Rule  7.  — All  permits  issued  by  this  Department  for  tally-houses,  Watchmen's  houses,  derricks 
and  other  like  structures,  shall  continue  only  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  and  shall  expire  by 
Hmitation  on  the  first  day  uf  May  of  each  year,  unless  sooner  revoked.  Persons  desiring  such

Rule  9.  -No  sand  shall  be  discharged  from  any  vessel  unless  canvas  or  similar  material  t 
extended  from  the  vessel's  side  to  the  bulkhead  or  wharf  structure  at  which  such  vessel  is 
unladened,  to  prevent  the  falling  of  the  sand  into  the  water ;  and  if  the  surface  of  any  such 
structure  is  not  sufficiently  tight  to  prevent  the  sand  dumped  thereon  from  going  through  iotoikll 
water,  then  no  sand  shall  be  discharged  thereon  from  any  vessel  unless  canvAs  or  similar  maten 
be  first  laid  thereon  to  receive  the  sand,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  ofl^se,  ti 
be  recovered  from  the  owner,  consignee,  master  or  stevedore  of  any  such  vessel,  severally  ai 
respectively  ;  and  if  such  penalty  be  recovered  on  account  of  sand  discharged  upon  wharf  propeftf 
belonging  to  the  Corporation,  under  lease,  it  shall  be  paid  to  the  lessee  thereof,  but  if  such  penalti 
be  recovered  on  account  of  sand  discharged  upon  wharf  property  not  owned  by  the  CorporatKa,  it 
shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  thereof.
